biologists and dermatologists 
to find ways of preserving 
and improving beauty — but 
not with cosmetics. Her first 
professor was a French ger­ 
ontologist known for his re­ 
juvenation treatments by the 
injection of live cells.

Ingrid is a thorough per­ 
son. “ I give free lessons on 
how to apply my products.

She is all for the soft treat­ 
ment—her cream should be 
applied to the skin with but­ 
terfly fingers. As for the 
old-fashioned 
idea 
of

strenuous daily 100 strokes

hairbrush, 
she

against it. 


“ Hair, especially the scalp, 
should be treated very gen­ 
tly. 1 am also against too- 
frequent shampoos, e v e n 
those with an oil base be­ 
cause they finally dry up the 
scalp and often cause dan­ 
druff and make the hair 
brittle.

I ’m returning to Kent State 
to begin a new semester. I 
didn’t expect to, and it’ll be 
strange. Nothing’s the same. 
Many of the faces I knew 
so well won’t be there and 
those who do return will re­ 
turn scarred. As I am. 
A recurring question pops 
into my mind when I men­ 
tion being scarred. If what 
happened at Kent State last 
May brings terrible mem­ 
ories 
flooding 
back, 
why 
bother to return at all? 
Education might be a good 
reason. 
B u t 
it c a n 
b e 
achieved at almost any other 
place. I ’m going back for 
something more, to find my­ 
self. Because when I left so 
suddenly, cut off from every­ 
one I knew, I left something 
of myself behind—it’s 
out 
there on that green Com­ 
mons. 
I admit I ’m afraid. I don’t 
know what I’m walking into. 
But I can’t run away from 
what 
has 
happened, from 
horrible sights and thoughts 
of men in green kneeling, 
rifles pointed and firing, of 
blood-splattered 
bodies 
on 
the ground, of screams, of a 
dingy jail cell, of my beauti­ 
ful friend lying dead. 
I remember the beautiful 


friend I had. We were so 
close, Allison and I. 
(Ed. 
note: Allison Krause was one 
of the four Kent State stu­ 
dents killed May 4, 1970, by 
National Guard bullets.) And 
I loved her so much. I re­ 
member her with Barry. I 
remember all their plans. I 
remember seeing her that 
morning and waving to her. 
The last time. It’s all so 
clear, like yesterday. 
And these memories force 
me to go back. 
I was at the rally on the 
Commons at noon on Mon­ 
day, May 4. When the Na­ 
tional Guard started spray­ 
ing tear gas, my girl friend 
and I and two or three dozen 
other people dashed into Tay­ 
lor Hall, which overlooks the 
Commons. 
We ran 
in 
to 
escape 
the 
fumes 
but 
it 
didn’t help. We got it right 
in the face anyway and for 
10 minutes desperately tried 
to clear our eyes. We went 
back outdoors. By this time 
the Guard was practically on 
top of the hill—and us. I 
heard a noise that sounded 
like 
firecrackers. 
I 
heard 
someone yell, “They’ve been 
hit! They shot them !” 


I ran around to the back 
of 
Taylor 
Hall 
and 
saw 
bodies on the ground, bleed­ 
ing. It was unbelievable. I 
saw a young man lying still 
with a pool of blood under­ 


neath, and something strange 
happened to me. I started to 
scream. 
We 
formed 
lines 
around the body and then I 
looked and saw more bodies. 


I really got scared and 
ran, down the hill in front of 
Taylor Hall, down into the 
Commons. 
My 
girl 
friend 
was yelling at me, “No, Liz, 
don’t go there.” But I had to. 
I stopped 50 feet in front of 
the Guard. They looked as if 
they were only a few years 
older 
t h a n 
m y s e l f . 
I 
screamed at them and then 
collapsed. I couldn’t stand 
up. My friend Larry cam e 
over 
and 
put 
his 
arm s 
around me and rocked me 
like a baby. We sat in that 
spot for a long time. Later, 
when most of the kids had 
cleared away, we decided to 
leave. 


At 
that 
moment, 
three 
huge cops cam e over and 
said we were under arrest. 
We 
had 
five 
Guardsmen 
standing around us, pointing 
their guns. Then we were 
taken to the police station, 
fingerprinted 
a n d 
photo­ 
graphed. 


We kept asking this cop 
why we were arrested and 
an hour later he said it was 
failure to disperse. We were 
then taken to the Portage 
County 
Ja il 
in 
Ravenna, 


Ohio. The cell was on the 
fourth floor, I think, and six 
other girls from Kent State 
were already in there. The 
phones were cut off. 
M y 
parents 
didn’t 
h a v e 
the 
faintest idea where 1 was. 


At 2 a.m. three other girls 
came in and told us four kids 
had died. They said the name 
of one was Allison some­ 
thing. Allison? Allison who? 
Allison Krause, she said. 


I just froze up. I couldn’t 
say a word. I didn’t cry. I 
didn’t believe it. 


But 1 believe it now, and 
that’s why I’m going back 
to Kent State. I think there’ll 
be a new closeness there, 
one we didn’t have before, 
because 
we 
were 
all 
in­ 
volved and, I suppose, we 
are all responsible for ever 
letting 
something like the 
Kent State episode happen. 


But it has happened and 
we’ve got to prevent it from 
recurring. So I’m returning 
to help, to learn to work 
from within and change our 
way of life. 


The best place to start is 
at the beginning. But I ’m be 
ginning at the end.

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
T h e r e is a new visibility 
among what is probably the 
nation’s most misunderstood 
a n d snickered-at minority 
group. Homosexuals h a v e 
come into the open, armed 
with slogans and placards, 
demanding dignity. 
Hey, Hey, Hey. 
It’s great to be gay. 
Hee, Hee, Hee. 
It’s good to be free. 
Last spring, one of Man­ 
hattan’s 25 “homophile” bars 
was closed down by police, 
causing a riot among the 
patrons. This spring, several 
hundred men marched, arm- 
in-arm, to a freedom rally in 
Central Park. In r e c e n t 
years, m o r e than 400 all­ 
male 
magazines 
have 
ap­ 
peared, 50 national organiza­ 
tions have been formed (in­ 
cluding SIR, The Society for 
Individual Rights), and an 
incalculable number of busi­ 
nesses, including homosex­ 
ual computer dating firm s, 
have been formed. 
The activists have taken 
over. The new cry is that 
Gay is Good. But almost lost 
in the deluge of overt and 
exaggerated 
expression 
is 
the fact that many homosex­ 
uals themselves don’t believe 
t h e 
propaganda. 
Because 
m a n y homosexuals, even 
those who can adjust to their 
condition, continue to feel 
like nature’s freaks. 
At least, this is what one 
of their number says. 
His name is Daren King, 
or anyway that’s what he 
says it is, and he lives in 
Connecticut. He’s 41. Short, 
fat, bushy-haired, not hand­ 
some. He says he is an elec­ 
tronics technician in Con­ 
necticut. He comes down to 
New York on weekends and 
vacations to “cruise around 
for dates.” And he says that 
like most other homosexuals 
he has met he is ashamed of 
what he is. 


“ I really got to laugh about 
all this stuff going on now. 


Gay power! Take a queer 
home to dinner! All right, so 
maybe these people believe 
what they are doing. Maybe 
they’re so far gone that they 
have to do these things for 
defensive r e a s o n s . All I 
know and all I can say is 
that I’ve never met a homo­ 
sexual who wanted to be a 
homosexual. All of t h e m 
would change tomorrow if 
they could.” 


King pauses. 


“Trouble is, t h e y can’t 
change. That’s the misery of 
it.” 
Daren King knows the m is­ 
ery full well. He’s tried to 
c h a n g e to heterosexuality 
most of his life. His m al­ 
adjustment began back in 
grade school — those days 
when his dad pushed him 
into sports. He failed and 
afterwards opted for what 
the father called “sissified” 
pursuits: 
playing the har­ 
monica, taking long walks 
alone 
When he was 12, King was 
fascinated by the sight of his 
mother 
daintily 
but 
“ de­ 
liciously” putting h e r lip­ 
stick cn. At 15, and already 
plump, he was being reso­ 
lutely ignored by the girls. 
Finally, at 18, he had his 
first sexual relation — with 
a cousin. “Ever since then,” 
he says, his finger twisting 
in his hair, “ I ’ve fought it. 
That deal with my cousin 
m a d e me sick. Really, I 
don’t like it at all. But what 
can you do, you have to have 
some outlet.” 


At the urging of his par­ 
ents, King b e g a n seeing 
psychiatrists before gradu­ 
ating from college (B.A., en­ 
gineering). He’s still under 
treatment. 


“ Believe me, I’ve seen a 
w e i r d collection of head- 
shrinkers. Most of them have 
had unguarded revulsions of 
me—to the point where they 
won’t let you lie on a couch, 
but prefer talking across a 
desk. Then they a l w a y s 
scrupulousjy 
try 
to 
avoid 
words like ‘p e r v e r t ’ or 


‘queer.’ And I don’t know 
why. Hell, I know I’m a per­ 
vert. Otherwise, I wouldn’t 
be wasting my time in their 
offices.” 


King s a y s psychiatrists 
have helped him only this 
much: They may have kept 
him from acquiring some of 
the mental anguish often as­ 
sociated with the homosex­ 
ual. Like delusions of per­ 
secutions.

Local economic development 


In the 1970-71 Lompoc city budget there is evidence 
that the City Council strongly supports an all-out effort 
for further economic development of the area 
This 
evidence is shown in the unanimous decision by Council 
to allocate $20,000 of taxpayer funds in the budget for an 
economic development program. 
For several months an interim committee of leaders, 
including Councilman Sol Lefkowitz and Chamber of 
Com m erce 
Industrial 
Development 
Com m ittee 
Chairman Robert Kranig, have been blueprinting an 
effort to secure more payrolls through new businesses 
and industry 


Their plan calls for the organization of an Economic 
Development Committee of a permanent stature. Make­ 
up of this committee, at the outset, would consist ol two 
appointees from the City Council; two appointees from 
the Lompoc Valley Chamber of Commerce and three 
other leaders to be named by the four appointees This 
board would be charged with the responsibility of a 
specific program; securing professional guidance and 
services and financing. 


The interim committee for economic development 
considers that financing a first-vear effort will cost 
approximately $47.000. including a $12,000 to $15,000 per 
year professional director. The committee recommends 
that an all-out pledge campaign among local businesses 
be undertaken to secure the necessary financing over 
and above the 
$20,000 budgeted by the city. Such a 
campaign 
proved 
extremely 
successful 
in 
our 
neighboring community of Santa Maria and the results of 
their economic development programs are evident 
today.

Tne success of a local program will depend upon a 
number of factors: a strong and specific spelled-out 
program prepared under professional guidance calling 
for the attraction of "clean' businesses and industry; 
faith of the business community to continue their 
financial pledges over the years necessary for success;

continue their financial contribution; dedicated, spirited 
efforts on the part of all. not just a few. community 
leaders. 
Horses must be put before carts in the inauguration of 
this 
program. 
We

They will be 
charged with the responsibility and they must chart their 
own course. We believe that any agreem ents for the city

well-maintained, 
whether it be felt in dollars or in 
soldiers standing guard along an 
aging arm istice line. 
In 
W e s t e r n 
E u r o p e . 
s o m e 
310,000 
American 
/ 
soldiers, two-thirds _L 
ot 
them 
in 
Ger­ 
many. man the free 
w r o l d ’s 
b a r r i e r 
against the Soviet 
Union. 
Chancellor 
Willy Brandt wants 
them to stay, and 
they will, 
he may 
painfully find ways of helping to pay 
the cost of keeping them there. 
The battle ground in Vietnam 
itself was to be a proving place lor 
the dietnne. as U S. troops were 
withdrawn and our 
hlep" for a 
beleaguered 
people 
took other 
form 
The withdrawals are real enough 
and they surely will go on. But it has 
become clear that the President 
intends to manage the pullout in a 
fashion which keeps some American 
air. sea and ground combat striking 
power on the Vietnam scene so long 
as any hope remains of Saigon 
sustaining its independence from 
Hanoi 
That a year has elapsed with the 
Nixon doctrine given so little reality 
should not, however, occasion great 
surprise. For it calls for agonies of 
change both here and in many 
foreign lands. 
Some of our allies have become as 
dependent upon us as is a myopic 
man upon his spectacles. The longer 
he has their help, the more he needs 
it 
We, tor our part, cannot quickly 
break the habit of standing high 
wherever we move in the world. As 
Nixon >aid in his candid Guam talk 
when 
he 
enunicated 
the 
new 
doctrine. Americans find it hard to 
resist taking over and dominating 
whatever enterprises they engage in. 
They have done it in Vietnam and 
they early did it as U S. soldiers 
Hushed out the NATO alliance in 
Europe 
Having jumped into Vietnam, we 
find it ditficult to let go altogether, 
expecially since we contemplate the 
tantalizing prospect - at least as 
gauged bv our side * that South 


Vietnam m ay be salvaged. 
And, for not dissimilar reasons, 
we 
can 
yield 
rather 
easily 
to 
Brandt's pleas 
for keeping our 
European 
profile 
high 
a 
while 
longer. We desperately want the 
savings a cutback would bring, but 
we wear the garb of dominant on- 
the-scene 
defender 
ot 
Europe 
comfortably. 


Though this is the reality today. I 
think it is a mistake to charge the 
President either with bad faith in 
setting forth the "lowered profile" 
doctrine or with latal foot dragging 
m executing it 


In truth, it is a unique posture 
calling for qualities of behavior we 
have seldom it ever exhibited in our 
25 years of supremacy on the world 
scene: Sophisticaion and m aturity 
in 
international 
judgments, 
the 
exercise ot immense power under 
restraints that do not cripple it but 
leave room for the necessary, useful 
and pndeful contri but ions other 
nations can make to their own and 
the free world’s safety 


It would be a m ajor m iracle if we 
achieved 
more 
than 
the barest 
beginnings toward fulfillment of so 
reasoned a course of action and 
policy in so short a time 


Thrust to the top at World War I ff 
end. we were greenhorns at world 
leadership We came to the role off 
a national history ol pretending that 
the rest ol the world wasn’t there, 
beyond the oceans. We have spent a 
generation 
fumbling 
with 
the 
controls that affect the lives of 
many millions across the earth 


Hie year since Nixon spoke at 
Guam has seen us still locked in war 
in South V ietnam, probing briefly 
and 
confust*dly 
into 
neighboring 
t ambodia, beset by deep unrest and 
violence 
and 
some 
economic 
distress at home. It was hardly the 
ideal time fram e in which to launch 
a unique world polcity that calls not 
only for high leadership but also for 
new depths of understanding and 
support in America and 
in the 
affected foreign lands
